HOWARD ON STAND. * 


Den Im Any Connection With the 
Goebel Murder. 
Georgetown, 
Ky„ Dec. 25.—Jam es 
Howard took the stand in the Caleb 
Pow ers trial Tuesday, T h e court room 
was crowded. 
He testified a t th e time 
Goebel was shot he was In the public 
room of the Board of T rad e hotel at 
Frankfort. 
A man nam ed Robinson 
stepped out in front of th e hotel and 
brought 
back 
the Inform ation that 
Goebel w as shot. 
He and others In 
the room Jumped up and ran to the 
door, horrified a t the news. 
After 
the shooting H ow ard w ent with others 
to the capitol, but never saw Goebel 
there, and in fact had never seen him 
to know him. 
How ard denied most emphatically 
that he ever received a letter from 
T aylor of Youtaey asking him to come 
to F rankfort. 
He did not know* T ay­ 
lor, ann had never seen him, 
The wit 
ness said further that he did not know 
Youtaey, and had never seen him un­ 
til both had been tried and convict­ 
ed and were In jail In Frankfort. 
Then lie was Introduced to Youtaey 
In Frankfort by Mrs. Youtsey; sa'd 
he did not know he was charged with 
the assassination until he saw In the 
n ew spapers that he had been indicted. 
About the same time a bench w arrant 
had been sent to Clay county for his 
arrest. 
As soon as notified that he 
had been Indicted he surrendered to 
Sheriff W hite and accompanied hint 
to Frankfort. 
Since then he had not 
had a d a y ’s freedom. 
Howard most 
emphatically denied th at he was at the 
state house square at any tim e durine 
the morning of Jan. 30, when Goebel 
was shot; said th at he was not In­ 
side the executive building that morn 
Ing; that he never saw Governor T ay­ 
lor or Youtsey. and declared that he 
had absolutely nothing to do with the 
assassination. 
H ow ard stated that he and Youtsev 
were In jail together at 
Frankfort, 
and before Youtsey m ade his contes 
aion, said to him: 
"H ow ard, so far as I know, you are 
innocent of any connection with the 
Goebel assassination, but A rthur Ooe 
bel is cruel, and willing to see the 
K entucky river run 
with 
Innocent 
blooth” 
How ard added: 
"Youtsey gave rn’ 
no affidavit; he knew nothing against 
me.” 
H ow ard was not cross-examined.
